Sioux City (lowa,) May 20.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Bad weather has 
greatly complicated the task before the 
city. Rain began falling at 7 this 
morning. Ati10there was a perfect 
blizzard of high wind withsnow. It has 
been snowing and sleeting since. The 
men quit work on the streets the middle 
of the forenoon. The Floyd River is 
still very high and has not fallen since 
last evening. Cold weather caused 
many to again apply foraid. Women 
and children who would refiirn to their 
homes were compelled to seek the 
shelterof warmer places. The railroads 
are making great efforts to clear the 
wreckage, but it is slow work. 

Two bodies were recovered today, 
those of Frank. Henderson and wife. 
Their three-weeks’-old baby was 
drowned, but the body was not found. 
The total number of bodies found is 
five. There are stillmissingten. Hen- 
derson’s parents live at Spruce Creek. 
Mrs. Henderson’s parents live at Char- 
ter Oak, Iowa. Citizens have raised 
$10, 000 to provide for immediate ne- 
cessities. Offers of aid from other 
Gities are received. Goy. Boies has 
wired for information about the situa- 
tion. Homesin the inundated district 
are being cleared UP amid blinding 
snowstorms. The railroads hope to 
make schedule time tomorrow. The 
packing-houses and Union Stock Yards 
will be rebuilt, larger than before. 
The market cannot open till next week. 

Considerable anxiety was felt here 
late tonight over a report that the 
flood is rushing down the Big Sionx 
Valley. A dispatch received at the 
offices of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul road say that above Akron the 
river rose. rapidly last night and 
was out of its banks this morning at 
Elk Point. The valleyis inundated and 
the river is now two miles wide, The 
rise of the Big Sioux is said to be from 
twelve to fifteen feet. It has raised

The Losses Run into the Millions—Thou- 
sands of People Homeless.

The American Promptly Sentenced 
to One Year’s Imprisonment. 


Hisses and Groans Greet the Prere 
nouncement of the Court. 


Deacon's Story on the Witnes d—His 
Wife's Venomous DepositidhAm- 
ple Proofs of the Wretched 
Woman's Guilt.

Deacon, the American, for killing his 
wife’s paramour, M. Abéeille, began this 
morning. The courtroom was crowded 
with people, including many ladies of 
fashion attired in elegant costumes. 
The weather was warm and as the 
crowd sat in the courtroom the temper- 
ature became almost suffocating. This 
had no effect upon the eagerness of the 
ladies, who sat calmly fanning them- 
selves throughout the session, paying 
the closest attention to everything said 
anddone. The crowd in the gallery 
was composed almost entirely of mem- 
bers of the aristocracy of Nice. Hardly 
a dozen Americans or Englishmen were 
seen. Judge Aubertin was president of 
the court. Count du Mourin, the Pro- 
cureur of the Republic, Evpresrares the 
prosecution. 

Deacon was represented by Maitre de 
Mange, a celebrated advocate of the 
Paris bar; M. Goirand, an equally well- 
known lawyer of Paris; Frank Poel- 
lotte of the Nice bar, and Solicitor Bret 
of Cannes. 

The Abeille family, though not tak- 
ing part inthe proceedings, was repre- 
sented by Maitre Lairolle. 

Deacon was brought into the 
courtroom by gendarmes all eyes were 
directed upon him. Pallor marked his 
features. He looked neither to the 
right nor to the left, but concentrated 
all his attention upon the judicial 
bench. *Deacon is 50 years of age, with 
thin hair, showing gray. That he was 
nervous was betrayed by frequent spas- 
modic contrations of his eyelids and 
mouth. His voice was firm, however, 
and in clear tones with thorough ease 
he responded through an interpreter to 
the questions asked him by the Pro- 
cureur. Mrs. Deacon, who had been 
formally cited to appear, was not pres- 
ent. 

On invitation from the president of 
the court Deacon detailed the facts in

Loxpox, May 20.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Baron de Worms, par- 
liamentary secretary of the Colonial 
Office, read a telegram in the House of 
Conmimons this afternoon confirming the 
terrible disaster at Mauritius. It said 
that one-third of the capital city of 
Port Louis has been destroyed. Among 
the building wrecked are the Royal Col- 
lege and twenty-four churches. Many 
sugar mills in the country were demol- 
ished. 
sons were killed. In the conntry dis- 
tricts as faras heard from .300 were 
killed. The complete death roll foots 
up to over 1200. fatalities, mostly 
among Africans and Chinese. 

The hospitals in Port Louis aredfilled 
to overflowing. In Port Louis alone 
1000 persons were injured. The gov- 
ernment has taken measures to relieve 
the distress that prevails in every di- 
rection. Pecuniary assistance is needed, 
Thousands of people have lost their 
houses and there is much suffering. 

In the hurricane vessels seeking to 
make the harbor were carried shore- 
ward, broadside on, and dashed upon 
the reefs. Those best calculated to 
judge state that the wind blew at the 
rate of 120 miles an hour. Many of 
those who lost their lives were killed 
by being lifted bodily from their feet 
and dashed against trees, walls and 


houses. 


The latest official estimates confirm 
the previous statement that 1200 were 
killed. Tonight it is thought many of 
those who were injured will die. Most 
of the lighters and tugs in the harbor 
were blown high and dry on the shore. 
The money loss cannot at present be 
even approximately estimated.

all of thee’’ was his plea, and the only 
unconditional promise in the Bible 
points to this possibility. *‘Ask. and ye 
shall receive; seek and ye saall find;

He held the 2000 people as if speu- 
bound, and when the final word ie#h 
from his inspired lips the revereut hush 
was not broken and the great congre- 
gation sat with bowed heads as if wait- 
ing, indeed, for that power to fall npon 
them which came down upon the dis- 
ciples in that upper chamber ages ago.

CARE FOR THE NEEDY. 


Practical Work Before the Christian Peo. 
ple of Los Angeles. * 
The feature of the Mills , meetings 
yesterday, in which a large number of 
the Christian workers were most inter- 
ested, was the advice as how to make 
permanent the results achieved by the 
union meetings. The advice was the 
practical method of uniting the con- 
verts with the different churches. The 
suggestions of the evangelist were 
made in answerto questions asked by 
preachers and laymen. Some of the 
questions by the clergy seemed to be 
upon poiuts which they should have 
been able to answer to themselves, and 
reflection would no doubt have pro- 
duced the result. The drift of all in- 
terrogatives was entirely on the spirit- 
ual line rather than in the practical di- 
rection of making men better without 
regard to church forms orcreeds.

The fact must have been apparent to 
many church members that they have 
been singularly forgetful of the sensi- 
tive natures who would starve for the 
wantof physical food rather than be 
classed as beggars, and they who can 
resist the demands of hunger for bread 
and meat will hunger a long time for 
spiritual food beforethey visit churches 
where they wi’l constanily be reminded 
of the second cjapter of the Epistle of 
James. 
This city has over 10,000 adult pro- 
fessors of Christianity ia the Protestant 
churches, but the only Protestant 
church hospital belongs tothe Episco- 
palians, and its capacity is far below the 
demands of the worthy needy of their 
own church. This climate—this fa} 
vored region of the earth, will always 
be sought by invalids, a large per cent. 
of whom have little or no money, yet 
life isdear tothem,.and they should 
not be allowed to die in want... 
The parable: of the good Samaritan 
explains what Jesus Christ expected 
his followers to do for the sick and 
wounded in body. No better time or 
circumstance could present itself for 
the beginning of an effort to save 
bodies and thus reach the souls within 
them.

The Committee on Temperance and 
Prohibition has prepared a lengthy re- 
port, which will soon come before the 
conference. It reiterates the senti- 
ments of the Episcopal address of 1888, 
declaring the liquor traffic inimical to 
honest trade, fepugnant to moral sense, 
injurious to peace and order, and that 
the only proper attitude toward it for 
Christians is relentless hostilitv. The 
report further declares that men en- 
gaged in the manufacture or sale of in- 
toxicating liquors ought not to receive 
the commercial patronage of Christians. 
The licensing plan for saloons is de- 
clared to be a means to foster and sus- 
tain the damaging traffic. In closing 
the report says: 

While it is not the province of the church 
to suggest or dictate as to the political pro- 
clivities of any man, yet the committee 
declares that no political party has a right 


to expect, neither ought party to 


ceivé, the support of Christian men so long 
as ‘that party stands committed to the 
license policy or refuses to put itself on 
record in an attitude of open hostility to 
the saloon.

Just north of where Euclid avenue runs 
into Villa street a surface of over four 
acres of water will soon glisten in the sun- 
light. This will represent a yolume of 
over 21,000,000 gallons, for the water will 
‘Riave an average depth of over twenty feet, 
all of which will be confined within the 
walls of the Pasadena Lake Vineyard Land 
and Water Company’s new mammoth stor- 
_age reservoir, on which work is rapidly 
progressing. 
The magnitude of building a receptacle 

big enough to hold 21,000,000 gallons of 

water can only be appreciated by personal 
inspection, and a visit to the scene of ac- 

tion under discussion will Well repay any 
one.. About two weeks ago the basin had 
been dug to a proper depth and all the sur- 
plus dirt hauled away. Then the work of 
cementing began, with Moses Hughes act- 
‘Ing as foreman. Moses, or ‘‘Hughey,’’ as 
he is more gene~ally called, is a rustler. 

He can tell in a second whether a piece of 
gravel is over three and a half inches in di- 
ameter, or if a mass of concrete is mixed 
up in just the right proportions of sand, 
grvel .and cement. He can also tell 

without looking whether every one of the 
sixty men under him is sticking close 
to work, and if he isn’t, ‘‘Hughey”’ is al- 
ways heard from. Asa result, the cement- 
ing process is progressing with surprising 
rapidity, considering the magnitude of the 
job, and every one of the 200,000 square 
feet of surface will be covered before Jily 
1. An’invention of Mr, Hughes has greatly 
facilitated work on thé banks. At the 
start, the concrete and cement had to be 
ushed up the banks on wheelbarrows on 
ong inclines. It took as much time to do 
this as it did to put on the cement, a mat- 
ter which Mr. Hughes did not like. So he 
set himself to thinking and as a result an 
iron chute was evolved, which is fastened 
on the top of the bank and through which 
the material is dropped any required dis- 
tance, thus doing away with all hauling. 
Yesterday evening found the banks ce- 
mented half way around and about one- 
fourth of the bed of the basin covered. 

The reservoir will be one of the largest 
in the State and will cost over $25,000. If 
a person makes the circuit on ‘top of the 
tanks, where.a wide roadway is built, he 

will have traveled athird of a mile. The 
road is bordered onthe outside by a picket 
fence eight feet high andon the water side 
the posts are up for a neat wire fence, 
which will have a boarda foot high at the 
base to prevent the genus frog taking a 
bath. The banks range in height from 17 
to 23 feet above the bed, the latter sloping 
gradually toward the southern end and 
‘with the sides sloping gently toward the 
center. The reservoir will be fed froma 
(13-inch pipe direct from the Mountain 
street reservoir. This empties into the 
north end and the 24-inch outlet pipe anda 
16-inch waste pipe start from the south 
end, Atintervais of every 100 feet around 
the top of the bank a hydrant is placed for 
use in cleaning out the reservoir, sprink- 
ling the roadbed, etc. Two brick walls will 
be built from the surface to where the out- 
w<t pipe starts, to be used in case of an 
emergency in shutting off the water. 

No less than 3000 barrels of Portland ce- 
ment will be needed to complete the work, 
which is being done in splendid shdpe. The 
cement is laid down by the Santa Fé Com- 
pany at the old Banning yard, corner of 
Euclid avenue, and Orwin Hayes has the 
contract for hauling it to the reservoir. 
Thomas Banbury has the contract for haul- 
ing the gravel and sand from the bed of the 
arroyo, and a big one it is, keeping about 
a dozen four-horse teams constantly on the 
move. In all more than 100 men are em- 
pioyed in the reservoir work, all of which 
is ably superintended by James Clarke, who 
has certainly proved himself to be the right 
‘man in the right place. The wages of the 
men employed run from $1.75 to $3.50 
per day. 

The reservoir, with its vast storage ca- 
pacity, will prove of immense benefit to the 
entire southeastern portion of the town, 
while the consumers living west of Euclid 
avenue will be correspondingly benefited 
for~ the reason that the drain on the Moun- 
tain street reservoir will be much lessened. 
The benefits accruing from the completion 
of a project of this importance will be better 
appreciated as the days go by. With such 
a reservoir for storing water and with an 
increased supply at Devil’s Gate, there cer- 


dene yom tainly need be no fear of ascarcity of water, 
18 of very no matter how dry the summer may be.

TRUSTEE WOOD ON SCHOOL MANAGEMENT. 
THE TIMES reporter yesterday ventured 
‘to assert that two of the present Board of 
School Trustees say that the schools cannot

‘I would like to ask any one,’’ he 
said to the reporter yesterday, ‘‘to point to 
a single item of expenditure during our in- 
cumbency that has. not been an ab- 
solute necessity. Mr. Boynton and his in- 
dorsers---few of them have 
at school—make the claim that their cam- 
paign is upon an ‘economical basis,’ that 
they will run the schools more conserva- 
tively and at less expense.

SAN BERNARDINO. 
About 11 o'clock Thursday evening a fire 
was discovered in the fruit stand adjoining 
Cropley & Hoogsraat’s livery stable on the 
corner of D and Court streets, and soon the 
shoe store and barber shop on the south 
and the livery stable on the north were en. 
veloped inflames, The alarm was turned 
in from box No. 13, and the firemen re. 
sponded quickly, and in a short time had 
their streams playing upon the fire; after 
a short time the flames were under control 
and finally extinguished, but not until the 
buildings, which were light. and old frame 
structures, had burned so badly that they 
might have purned to the ground with 
little further loss. The buildings were the 
property of Tom Hutchins, who puts 
his loss at $500, upon which there 
was no insurance. Cropley & Hoog- 
straat, liverymen, are the heaviest inch 
their well-known bay team of horses, 
Frank and Harry, being so badly burned 
that they both died. They also had some 
buggies scorched, damaging them to the 
exteht of about $100, which was insured. 
The loss of the horses and other property 
notinsured amounts to about $1000. The 
damage to the equipment of the barber 
shop was light, not over $50. Al Watts, 
who conducted acustom business in boots 
and shoes, was injured to the sum of about 
$400, notinsured. He had his propert 
insured until a few weeks agc, when a small 
blaze started in his store and some thought 
that Mr. Watts had caused the fire to beset 
He thereupon had his insurance cancelled 
to prevent any suspicion resting upon him.

CRIME AND CRIMINALS. 


Details of the Little Tejunga 


Tragedy. 


The Result of the Investigation Made 
by the Coroner. 


The Boy Burglars Held to Answer 
in $10,000 Bail. 


The Tischhauser Woman 


Justice Austin—A Very Complicated 
Case—‘‘Morris, the Greek," 
Takes an Appeal. 


Brief mention of the mysterious death 
of William Knight, whose name was re- 
ported as Mack, in Gold Cafion sixteen 
miles north of Burbank Thursday night 
appeared in Tue Times of yesterday, but 
full particulars did not reach the city 
until last evening when Coroner Weldon 
returned from the inquest. 

It was supposed that Knight shot him- 
self with suicidal intent after setting 
fire to the house, but the Coroner is of 
the opinion that death resulted from an 
accident in the kitchen after deceased 
had retired and was sleeping so sound 
that he did not realize that the house 
was afire until it was too late. 

Deceased was alaboring man and has 
worked for several ranchers in the 
neighborhood of Burbank. Up toa few 
days ago he gave out that his wife 
and children died several years ago, 
but he suddenly changed his story and 
said that he had just learned that his 
wife is living a life of shame inthis city 
in one of the fashionable palaces of sin. 
He became very despondent after 
this and when his neighbors heard sev- 
eral pistol shots Thursday night in the 
direction of the bee ranch of Truitt and 
almost immediately after saw that the 
house was afire, they at once decided 
that the poor man had taken his own 
life. 

Their fears were soon confirmed 
when they reached the house and saw 
the man lying on his bed in the burning 
house. Aneffort was made to rescue 
him, but the fire had made such head- 
way that they could do nothing. 

When the fire subsided what was left 
of the body was removed from the 
ashes. Nothing but the trunk was left, 
as the arms and legs had been destroyed 
by the fire. 

When Coroner Weldon reached the 
scene of the terrible accident early 
yesterday morning he made a close ex- 
amination of the body and found no. 


wounds, 


After a careful examination the jury 
decided that Knight went to bed early 
and left his stove in a bad condition, 
and the house caught fire while Knight 
was sleeping soundly. <A gun and pistol 
were found in the bedroom and three 
chambers of the pistol were empty, but 
it is supposed that the fire caused the 
cartridges to explode. 

Deceased was 54 years of age and a 
native of Maine. Itis believed by his 
friends that he is a widower.

After drinking with the old man they | 
followed him home, and when he 
reached his gate they both jumped on 
him, and after beating him intoa state 
of unconsciousness they robbed him of 
$45 and fled, leaving him in an almost 
dying condition. 

The old man, who is hardly able to be 
out of his bed, took the stand and >not 
only positively identitied the boys but 
told how brutally they assaulted him.
